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THE DANGEROUS DRUGS ACTS. 


Duties oF Doctors. 
Tue following summary of the duties of doctors under the 
Dangerous Drugs Acts is published for the information of 
the medical profession generally. It is extracted from the 
National Formulary for National Health Insurance pur- 
poses, recently published by the British Medical Association. 


The drugs to which the Dangerous Drugs Acts apply are* : 


I. Raw opium; coca leaves; Indian hemp and resins obtained 
from Indian hemp and all preparations of which such resins form 
the base. (These drugs must not be supplied on a prescription or 
dispensed to a patient, except extracts and tinctures of Indian 
hemp which are included also in the following section.) 

Il. Medicinal opium (defined as raw opium which has utidergone 
the processes necessary to adapt it for medicinal use in accordance 
with the requirements of the British Pharmacopocia, whether it 
is in the form of powder or is granulated, or is in any other form, 
and whether it is or is not mixed with neutral substances); cocaine 
(including synthetic cocaine) and ecgonine and their salts; 
morphine and its salts; diacetylmorphine (heroin) and_its salts; 
dihydro-oxycodeinone and its salts: dihydrocodeinone and its salts; 
and any preparation, admixture, extract, or other substance con- 
taining any proportion of diacetylmorphine (heroin), dihydro-oxy- 
codeinone or dihydrocodeinone; any preparation, admixture, 
extract or other substance containing 1/5th per cent. or more 
of morphine; or any preparation, admixture, extract or other sub- 
stance containing 1/10th per cent. or more of cocaine or ecgonine ; 
extracts or tinctures of Indian hemp. 


The following preparations, —— they come within the 
Acts, are specially exempted from the Regulations, when ordered 
as such without admixture other than a small amount of 
excipient of no therapeutic value :

Sales to doctors must be only for the purposes of their pro- 
fession and must be made in accordance with the provisions 
of the Pharmacy Acts relating to the sale of poisons, #.e., the 
doctor (a) must either be known to the supplier (whether whole- 
sale or retail) or be introduced by someone known to the

supplier; and (+) must either sign the ‘ poison book”’ in 
person or send a written and signed order stating his name, 
address, and the name and quantity of the article required. 
In the latter case the seller has to be reasonably satisfied as 
to the genuineness of the signature of the purchaser and the fact 
that he is a registered medical practitioner and, if the drugs are 
sent by post, must send them by registered post. Special pro- 
vision is made for real emergencies, where the doctor is unable 
either to send a signed order in time, or to attend and sign the 
si et book.’’ In such cases the supplier may act on (say) a 
telephone message and send the drugs, provided that on delivery 
he receives from the doctor the signed order in exchange, or 
an undertaking that the signed order will be furnished within 
twenty-four hours. As the supplier has to be reasonably satis- 
fied, before sending the drugs in this way, that there is a real 
emergency and that the signed order will be forthcoming on 
delivery or within the next twenty-four hours, doctors are recom- 
mended—in order to avoid any difficulty—to give the necessary 
explanation and assurance when ordering the drug. 

f a messenger is sent by the doctor to take delivery of the 
drugs, the messenger must be given an authority (specifying 
the messenger by name) in writing, signed by the doctor, to 
receive the drugs on behalf of the doctor; a chemist is forbidden 
to deliver drugs to a messenger not so authorized. 

Prescriptions for dangerous drugs : 

(a) Must be in writing; 

(6) Must be signed with the wsual signature (not initials) of the 
prescribing doctor and be dated by him; ; 

(c) Must bear the address of the pons doctor (except in the 
case of prescriptions issued for National Health Insurance purposes 
on the official form) ; : 

(d) Must state the name and address of the patient ; 

(c) Must not be dispensed more than once unless the prescription 
so directs and specifies. the intervals. In no case may the same 
prescription be dispensed on more than three occasions. 

(f) Must state the total amount of the morphine, cocaine, 


-ecgonine, diacetylmorphine (heroin), dihydro-oxycodeinone or di- 


hydrocodeinone, or salt thereof, or the extract or tincture of Indian 
hemp to be supplied on the prescription, except that in the case 
of a preparation contained in the British Phormmupertt, the 
British Pharmaccutical Codcx, or the Drug Tariff issued by the 
Minister of Health for National Health Insurance purposes which 
is not combined with any other preparation of any of the drugs 
not so contained, it shall be sufficient to state the total amount of 
the preparation to be supplied; . ; 

(v) Shall only be given by a duly qualified medical practitioner 
when required for purposes of medical treatment. 


All medical practitioners are required to keep a record of their 
purchases of dangerous drugs, and separate registers, or separate 
parts of a register, must be kept (at each set of premises where 
the doctor practises) for each of the drugs, the class of drugs 
and preparations to which the entries relate being specified at 
the head of each page. The form of the register must be as 
follows :

If a doctor keeps a day-book in which he recerds particulars 
of any of the drugs dispensed by him to his patients, with the 
name and address of the patient and date of supply, he need 
only record in his register of supplies the date and the appro- 
priate reference to the entry in his day-book. i 
_ Entries in the registers or day-book must be made on the day 
‘on which the drug is received or the transaction with respect 
to the supply thereof takes place, or if that is not reasonably 
practicable, on the following day; an entry must not be can- 
celled, obliterated, or altered; any mistake must he corrected 
by a footnote or marginal note giving the correct particulars 
and dated. 

All records, including registers and day-books, must be kept 
for not less than two years from the date of the last entry 
therein. 

A practitioner who requires the drugs solely for administra- 
tion to patients by himself personally, or under his own direct 
personal supervision, and in his presence, is not required to 
record such administrations, but must keep records of his 
purchases. 

All registers and other records and any stocks of the drugs 
held must at all times be available for inspection by any duly 
authorized inspector. 

‘tors are urged to carry out their obligations under the 
Acts as strictly as possible. Wholesale firms and dispensing 
chemists are under very close supervision. They are very loath 
to cause delay and inconvenience to their medical clients and 
to patients by appearing to raise difficulties when orders and 
a do not comply with the Regulations and have to 
ve queried, but this is a course which in their own interests they 
are obliged to take. 


DANGEROUS DRUGS:: WITHDRAWAL OF 
AUTHORIZATION, 

Tue Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
James Scott Webster, M.B., Ch.B.Ed., of Romford Road, Strat- 
ford, E., the authority granted by the regulations made under the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified medical practitioners 
to be in possession of and supply raw opium, coca leaves, and 
Indian hemp, and the drugs and preparations to which Part III 
of the Act applies, and has also directed that it shall not be 
lawful for Dr. Webster to give prescriptions for the purposes of 
the Dangerous Drugs (Consolidation) Regulations, 1928. Any 
ie supplying Dr. Webster with raw opium, coca leaves, or 
ndian hemp, or any of the drugs or preparations to which Part 
III of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1926, applies, and any person 
supplying ihe drugs on a prescription leatd by him will be com- 
mitting an offence against the Acts,

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' gatherine Bishop Harman Prize for Encouragement of 
Research into Disorders Incident to Maternity. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 

ared to consider an award of the Katherine Bishop 
Harman Prize in the year 1930. The value of the prize 
is £80. Its purpose is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of the 
risks to health and life that are apt to arise in pregnancy 
and child-bearing. Competitors are left free to select the 
work they wish to present, provided the work falls within 
the scope of the prize. Any medical practitioner registered 
in the British Empire is eligible to compete for the prize. 
Should the Council of the Association decide that no essay 
is of sufficient merit the prize will not be awarded in 1930, 
_ but will be offered in the year next following this decision, 
and in this event the money value of the prize on the 
occasion in question will be such proportion of the accumu- 
lated income as the Council shall determine. The decision 
of the Council will be final. Each essay must be type- 
written or printed in the English language, must be dis- 
tinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto and enclosing the 
candidate’s names and address. Essays must be forwarded 
so as to reach the Medical Secretary, British Medical Asso- 
ciation House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later 
than December 31st, 1929. Inquiries relative to the prize 
should also be addressed to the Medical Secretary as above. 


Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize. 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize is open for award 
‘in 1930. The regulations are as follows: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research, and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations and 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays. or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 


'take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December 31st, 1929. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or the admissibility of his essay, the decision of the 
Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the British 
Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate Section 
of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 


9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary. 


Prizes for Essays by Final-year Medical Students and 
Recently Qualified Practitioners. 

The Council of the British Medical Association proposes to 
award, in March, 1930, prizes of £25 each for the best essays

deemed by the examiners to be the best sent in, but if no 
essay received from a group is considered by the examiners 
to be deserving of a prize, no prize will be awarded in that 
group. The essay must not exceed 5,000 words, should be 
clinical in nature, and must include concise notes of three 
cases personally observed. Essays should be plainly written 
or typed on foolscap paper (one side only), and must reach 
the Medical Secretary, British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than January 
11th, 1930.

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the assist- 
ance of research into the causation, treatment, or preven- 
tion of ‘disease. Preference will be given, other things 
being equal, to members of the medical profession and 
to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine.

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Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


New Sovurn Wares Brancu. 
A Year's Work. 

Tae annual report of the Council of the New South Wales Branch 
for the year ending March 21st, 1929, has now been issued. The 
membership continues to rise, and, during the past twelve 
months, there has been a net increase of 38, Ten ordinary 
meetings, six clinical, one general (scientific), and one extra- 
ordinary meeting, have been held, the average attendances being 
fifty-nine. It is now announced that the third Australasian 
Medical Congress (British Medical Association) will be held at 
the University of Sydney, from September 2nd to Tih; Dr. G. H. 
Abbott has been nominated president, in consequence of the 
resignation of Sir Alexander MacCormick, who will not be able 
to be in Australia at the time. Sir Ewen Maclean, president of 
the British Medical Association, will be present at the congress 
to represent the parent body. During the year five British 
Medical Association Lectures were given at meetings of local 
associations outside the metropolitan area. A special standing 
committee of the Branch Council has been constituted for 
furthering post-graduate instruction. 


Fire Brancu. 

A curnicaL meeting of the Fife Branch was held at Glenlomond 
Sanatorium on April 18th, when the medical superintendent, Dr. 
Muyro, delivered an address on intrathoracic tuberculosis in 
hildren. 

5 Dr. Munro said that this disease in childhood fell into three 
roups: infantile, juvenile, and adult types, and showed how 
these clinical groups compared as to mortality statistics. The 
age groups 0 to 3 years, 4 to 10, and 10 to 14 roughly indicated 
these groups, and a study of mortality rates showed that 
ulmonary tuberculosis was a frequent cause of death in 
infants under 2 years. Between the ages of 5 and 12 compara- 
tively few children died of pulmonary tuberculosis, and only 
after 14 years did the mortality rate for pulmonary tuberculosis 
show a real rise when the adult type of disease had appeared. 
The chief characteristics of the infantile type were that it ran 
an acute course of a broncho-pneumonic type, and was a general- 
ized infection; the significance of enlarged glands and of some 
enlargement of the spleen was noted. e typical type of x-ray 
picture was the “ blizzard” effect on the film. The juvenile type 
was that of hilus tuberculosis, wherein there was a small sub- 
pleural nodule with enlarged tracheo-bronchial glands. The recog- 
nition of this condition was described, and the favourable out- 
look was commented on as compared with the almost hopeless 
outlook for the infantile group. The adult type did not differ 
from the condition in the adult; it was parenchymatous pulmonary 
tuberculosis, progressing by infiltration and cavitation, and 
regressing by fibrosis and calcification. The differentiation of the 
adult type from non-tuberculous fibrosis in the lungs of children 
was discussed. In no non-tuberculous type was the family history 
positive for tuberculosis; these patients had histories of previous 
pneumonia, often repeated attacks. The finger-tips were clubbed 
and the skin reaction to tuberculin was negative. Moreover, the 
nutrition was better and the skin never dry and inelastic. 

Dr. Freminc (Dunfermline), the newly elected president, occu- 
pied the chair, and thanked Dr. Munro for his address. The 
members were entertained to tea; an inspection of the sanatorium 
= a demonstration of a-ray work concluded a_ pleasant 

ernoon.

Mr. E. Roserts 
showed a case of bilateral salpingitis and a case for diagnosis, 
Dr. GotpsmitH showed a young woman with acne rosacea of three 
years’ duration; the middle part of the forehead, the lower part of 
nose, and the chin were involved. Gastro-intestinal treatment 
with dilute hydrochloric acid was advised. He also showed a case 
of vitiligo in a young girl. Mr. Winspury Wuite showed a boy, 
aged 6, who had haematuria, and hydronephrosis with stone; one 
ney had been removed. His second patient, a man aged 58, 
had acute retention, pyelonephritis, and enlarged prostat; 
he was treated by an indwelling catheter for one month, after 
which perineal prostatectomy was performed. He also showed a 
Woman, two months pregnant, from whom he had removed one 


kidney. Dr. A. Ross showed a case of post-encephalitic Parkin- 
sonism, treated by tincture of stramonium in doses o _ to 
45 mm. three times a day. The mental condition improved, saliva- 
tion was lessened, and the muscles became less spastic. Other 
cases shown by him were one of pernicious anaemia treated with 
fresh liver and dilute hydrochloric acid; a woman, aged 68, with 
the right eye very prominent, due probably to a fatty tumour ; 
and a case of rheumatoid arthritis treated by atophan and glucose. 

Drs. Cuarstey, GotpsmirH, Ross, and Mr. INsBuRY WHITE 
oined in the discussion, and Dr. J. W, Miter moved a vote of 
hanks to Drs. Orennem and GotpsmitH and the other members 
of the staff who showed cases.

Srr,—While the Council of the Association are girding up 
their loins, perchance to pulverize, perchance to ignore, the 
hardy wight who has had the temerity to question their pro- 
cedure, it may be of interest to members of the Association, who 
are suffering from the recent regulation. to learn how it came 
into being. 

Briefly, under present rules, a dispensing doctor may daily 
give out, without question or record, any number of 12-02. 
bottles, each containing 10$ grains of morphine, 5; grains of 
cocaine, and 4 oz. of phosphate of codeine, but should he 
heedlessly dispense, in one single bottle, the minutest fraction 
of a grain of heroin, and nothing else, and omit within twenty- 
four hours duly to record, without alteration or erasion, on 
two separate pages, one with five and the other with seven 
columns for entries, in a dangerous drug register. which he 
must himself provide and pay for, full details of this daring 
transaction, he becomes a criminal, and liable to prosecution. 

This curious anomaly arose thus. The Hague Convention 
of 1912, which, owing to the war, only came into operation in 
1920, had three chapters, that which concerns us being the 
third, wherein the Powers were instructed to enact laws con- 
fining the manufacture and sale of medicinal opium, morphine, 
heroin, and cocaine to medicinal.and legitimate purposes. The 
Acts of 1920 and 1923 being considered inadequate, two inter- 
national conferences were held in Geneva in November, 1924, 
and February, 1925, to carry further the objects of The Hague 
Convention, and it was at the second conference-—which, inci- 
dentally, held thirty-eight plenary meetings—that the third 
chapter was considered. At that conference the United States 
delegates produced, quite unexpectedly, four proposals, two cf 
which turned out ultimately to be unworkable, and had 
a disastrous effect upon the unanimity of the delegates. while 
the second two, as to which no notice had been given nov any 
inquiry made beforehand, were referred to a special sub- 
committee. These were : 


No. 3. That the manufacture and distribution of heroin should 
be prohibited, and 

No. 4. That The Hague Convention should be extended to in- 
clude preparations of morphine, cocaine, and their derivatives, 
including codeine, in any degree of dilution. 


The American proposals were, in fact, both logical and com- 
prehensive, but entirely outside the range of practical politics. 

The subcommittee dealing with the subject debated long 
and earnestly, and Sir Malcolm Delevingne had extraordinary 
difficulties to overcome to g%t any sort of agreement. Un- 
happily the British attitude, which was to concentrate primarily 
on a really efficient control of manufacture, did not prevail, and 
ultimately a central board was set up merely to watch, and to 
make suggestions to various Governments as to, the manufac- 
ture, export, and import of the drugs—a useful measure in a 
very small way. Quite rightly the subcommittee rejected the 
suppression of the manufacture and distribution of heroin, the 
extension of restrictions to solutions of morphine of under 
0.2 per cent., and of cocaine of under 0.1 per cent.; they also 
rejected the inclusion of codeine, but, being impressed with the 
ravages of heroin addiction in China and the United States, 
and no doubt anxious to placate these countries, they adopted 
the foolish compromise which we all know. It was, of course, 
quite worthless to the Chinese and Americans, who both with- 
drew from these conferences altogether, and could clearly have 
no effect at all in controlling that alkaloid addiction, due to 
causes hardly known in Europe, which is prevalent in those 
countries. What possible service it can achieve in Europe, and 
especially here, where heroin addiction is practically negligible, 
I am at a loss to discern. 

Sir Malcolm Delevingne, in effect, apologizes in his report! 
for this result, which, however, h» excuses on the grounds that 
the sale of heroin in this country had been very small, and 
therefore the consequences to doctors and chemists would not 
be very serious. Both these statements are open to question, 
but that matter I must leave to another ovcasion.—I am, ete.,

Security of Tenure. 

Sir,—Dr. George F. Buchan, in his letter in the Supplement 
of April 6th (p. 82), is apparently annoyed at ‘“ M.B,’s” 
statement that the Society of Medical Officers of Health jg 
“governed exclusively by chief medical officers.”’ The state. 
ment is, of course, perfectly correct, and the publication of 
the fact may indeed be unpleasing to Dr. Buchan. He, jy 
common with nearly all who constitute the council of the 
society—mostly chief medical officers—has enjoyed re-election 
year after year to the council. As the whole policy of the 
society is directed by the council, the assistant medical officer 
can have no say in that policy. For him to nominate or ty 
support any candidate but his superior in office is to court 
disaster in his professional career. It is true that occasionally 
he may be elected president of a branch, as Dr. Buchan points 
out, but then he is merely a figurehead ; and, besides, matters 
of the most vital importance to members are often not referred 
to the branches, as, for example, the evidence laid before the 
Royal Commission on Local Government on behalf of the 
society, which no one except the council will have seen prior 
to its publication in the April issue of Public Health, 

If the assistant medical officer is to take his part successfully 
in the public health service he must have security of tenure, 
more scope for initiative and experience, satisfactory remunera- 
tion, and a more reasonable chance of promotion to the higher 
‘posts in the service; but it is obvious that before he secures 
these he must take a greater share in directing the policy af 
the society and get elected on the council.—I am, etc.,

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At a meeting of the London Panel Committee on April 23rd, with 
Dr. H. J. Carpare in the chair, Dr. W. arpenter was 
appointed to fill a casual vacancy on the committee in the repre. 
sentation of Deptford. The resignation of Dr. . Ki 

Brown, who had accepted a professional appointment which pre- 
vented him from attending. the meetings o 
received with regret, and he was thanked for his past services, 


Stricturcs of a Coroner. 

A report was made to the committee regarding the remarks of 
Dr. Edwin Smith, coroner for the north-eastern district of London, 
reflecting on insurance practitioners, remarks which have obtained 
wide currency in the press. Dr. Smith had declared ihat “ the 
treatment of panel patients is inadequate.’’ Ii was suggested to 
the coroner that his statement, which was made at an inquest on 
an insured patient, whose insurance practitioner he had occasion 
to reprove, was far too sweeping, but he adhered to it until the 
deputy clerk of the London Insurance Committee pointed out that 
in the committee’s experience cases of alleged neglect were infini- 
tesimal compared with the immense number of consuliaiions, The 
coroner then modified his general statement, bul repeated that 
there was too much ‘‘ Go home, f° to bed, and let me know,” and 
that cases were not properly followed up. The Chairman of the 
Panel Committee thought that’ members would agree that there 
should be a strong protest against such a sweeping statement as 
that made by Dr. Smith. It was probable that occasionally a 
doctor was a little lax, but when one considered that there were 
2,000 on the London panel, the small number of cases of neglect 
that arose certainly did not justify a man in the position of a 
coroner making such a statement with regard to insurance practice 
in general. 

he committee unanimously agreed that a protest should be 
made, the exact wording of the resolution being left to the 
Chairman. (See Supplement, May 4th, p. 182.) 


Temporary Residents. 

The disproportionate reduction made in respect of tempora 
residents for the London area has been before the committee at 
its previous two meetings, and it was now agreed to ask the 
Ministry to receive a deputation to discuss the whole question. 
It is suggested that the London area is put to a disadvantage by 
the practice of authorities of convalescent homes to which London 
patients are sent demanding the medical cards of such patients 
and obtaining payment for them at temporary resident raies, 
irrespective of whether treatment is given or not. ? 


Erecessive Prescribing. 

Tt was reported that a conference had taken place between 
representatives of the committee and the Ministry of Health on 
the procedure to be foliowed in considering cases of alleged exces- 
sive prescribing, when the view of the committee that ea 
practitioner’s prescribing should be presented in detail, and not 
considered merely upon the comparison between the practitione?’s 
prescribing costs and that of the areal average, was placed before 
the Ministry’s representatives. The Ministry was unable to meet 
the committee’s wish that precise details should be given in 
case, but undertook to provide greater detail by supplying the 
Form P.D.4 where requested (the quarterly statement of practt- 
tioners’ subscribing prepared by the pricing bureau from which 
the Ministry prepares each case) with the names of the patients 
where specific instances are quoted against the practitioner. 
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LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
r meeting of t ndon Insurance Committee, on April 25th 
om ae that the amount of the Central Practitioners! 
a and for 1928 had been finally determined at £6,191.750, of which 
London’s share was £822,079. The amount provisionally allotted to 
the committee was £791,327, out of which the committee has 
already paid in the quarterly settlements and for other provisions 
£790,496. There remains, therefore, a sum of £31,594 to be dis- 
jributed amon st practitioners. This balance is distributed in 
‘ roportion to the number of persons included in practitioners’ lists 
the first. day of each of the four quarters of the year. This 
: ult in an additional payment to practitioners at the rate 
of 1.03894. per unit per quarter, making a total payment for 
the year of 8s. 11.7249d. per unit of credit, as compared with 
fe. 10.447d. for 1927. The amount of the fund for 1929 will still be 
determined on a provisional basis, the Government actuary not 
being in a position to make a recommendation upon which a final 
determination of the central pool for the year can be based; but 
it is pointed out, as in former years, that it must not be assumed 
that the final determination of the fund for the year will neces- 
sarily result, as it has done in 1928, in an additional payment being 
made to practitioners. 


COUNTY OF SURREY LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL 
COMMITTEES. 

Ar a meeting of the Surrey Local Medical and Panel Committees, 
held on March 15th, under the chairmanship of Dr. ARNoLp 
Lyxpow, the question as to whether the treatment of varicose veins 
by injection is within or without the scope of medical benefit was 
diseussed, and it was resolved, with one dissentient, that the 
service is outside medical benefit. 

_ Lettexs from the Ministry of Health and from the British Medical 
Association, detailing the facilities offered for post-graduate study 
to rural practitioners in isolated areas, were considered and 
approved. It was agreed that all rural practitioners in Surrey 
be notified of the offer, and that the chairman and two members 
of the Rural Subcommittee, with the secretary, be appointed to 
meet representatives of the County Insurance Committee to 
consider applications which may be received. 

In view of the fact that neighbouring Panel Commitices had not 
yet considered the adoption of the national formulary, and that 
the present committee will go out of office shortly, it was decided 
io postpone the consideration of its use in Surrey until the autumn. 

The Panel Committee approved the Executive Committec’s action 
in arranging that in future payment for temporary resident treat- 
ment should be on a basis of “‘ unifs ”’ instead of on an attendance 
basis as hitherto. 

In response to an invitation from the Kent Panel Comumiitee, 
Dr. H. R. Cran (New Malden) and Dr. A. R. Walters (Reigatc), 
with the secretary, were appointed to represent the Surrey Panel 
Committee at a conference to be held in London to consider the 
formation of a standing joint committee for the Panel Commiitces 
included in Group N.

Dre. Cnartes Frrtn, formerly of Gravesend, on the occasion of his 
retirement from practice and his removal from the county, was 
recently the recipient of a presentation from members of the Kent 
Local Medical and Panel Committees, in the form of a silver salver, 
as a token of the high esteem in which he was held by his 
colleagues and a mark of the appreciation of the very valuable 
assistance given to the committees by Dr. Firth over a long term 
of years. Dr. Firth was unfortunately prevented, by reason of 
illness, from attending the meeting of the committees io reecive 
the parting gift in person, but the presentation was carried out 
at his residence im Twickenham by a deputation of the members.

The other changes include the iniroduction of substituies for 
lin, album B./’.C. for lin. methyl salicyl. B.P.C., for ung. calaminae 
B.P. 1885, and for ung. iodi denigrescens B.P.C. Lt is noted that 
Fehling’s solution is now included in the Drug Tariff, but this 
reagent is part of the medical benefit only when prescribed for a 
patient’s own use during treatment by insulin.
